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THE CABINET CRISIS 


GOVERNMENT HAS BECOME wor. 
"RIED OVER SITUATION 


Premier Rutherford is Very Anxious 
About ‘the Outcome, and is Using 
Every Endeavor to Make Peace— 
Offers of Compromise by Great 
Waterways Co. Not: Regarded as 
Satisfactory. 


Edmonton,—The members have had 
a few days of strenuous entertainment, 
but the political situation is quite as 
confused and chaotic as ever. The 
members have been canvassed and 
lobbyed and coaxed by the govern- 
men supporters and many govern- 


ment. officials. They have been 
courted and cajoled by those opposed 
to the government, and they are being 
laid seige to by the implement men, 
who are here in opposition to a bill 
which is being brought in by the gov- 
ernment. Altog.ther it is very much 
of the gay life. 

The government has at last become 
seriously worried over the situation. 
lor some days it was believed that dun- 

er was not near and that they would 

ave a good solid majority, so what 
was the need to worry or compromise. 
The government have either assumed 
this or believed it. The local news- 
apers have been echoing it, and the 
legraph wires have borne that bur- 
den along. But those duys are passed. 

The government, particularly Pre- 
mier Rutherford, is not only anxious 
but is very anxious, and is making 
every effort, even at this late date, to 
make peace. He has come to realize 
that Mr, Cushing is the strong man in 
the country and that his condemnation 
of this measure would certainly mean 
the gravest disaster to the govern- 
ment, even though it should be able 
to weather the storm at the present 
time. 

Close upon the reports of govern- 
ment anxiety and activity come. the 
rumors of compromises offered by the 
Alberta and Great Waterways com- 
pany. It is stated on good authority 
now that the company. has agreed to 
put up a bond for $1,000,000 as guar- 
antee for the completion of the road. 
This is not regarded as satisfactory, 
and if there is any settlement, the 
agreement will go much further than 
that. The independents speak about 
cancellation of the contract and build- 
ing the road ‘by the government. 
There is no suggestion of abandoning 


the road. ‘ : 

There are many new facts coming 
to light all the time. One of these is 
that-the road is not nearly as long as 
represented, and that the distance is 
actually less than 300 miles, instead of 
350. Despite this fact, the company is 
to get the guarantee for the 350 miles 
and get the balance after all is done. 


Coal Worth Millions 

Washington.—For a few hours the 

senate committee on territories heard 
Manager Stephen Birch of the Guggen- 
heim-Morgan Alaska syndicate reel off 
figures concerning the value’ of the 
coal in the Cunningham and other 
Alaska coal and copper mines that 
were calculated to cause the heads of 
the members of the committee to 
swim. Placing the tonnage in the 
Cunningham nines at fifty millions, 
he said that the coal couid p:obably 
be taken out so as to net a profit of 
$25,000,000. This statement, taken in 
connection with the fact that the 
syndicate had agreed to - pay only 
$256,000 for half the property, aroused 
»auch interest. 

Mr. Birch placed the probable out- 
ut of the entire Byng rivér coal dis- 
rict, of which the Cunningham grou 

is a part, at five million tons, wit 
a net value of $200,000,000, and a gross 
value of $900,000,000. 

reeyiae concerning the Guggen- 

heimer-Morgan options. on the Cun- 
ningham mines. Mr. Birch said they 
covered only a half interest, the Cun- 
ningham people retaining the rest. 
The syndicate had agreed to pay $250,- 
000 and to furnish transportation. The 
company was to be capitalized for 
$5,000,000. He estimated that it 
would cost. $1.75 per ton to mine the 
coal and that it could be marketed at 
a profit of fifty cents a ton. 


Area Under Crop Fell Off in 1909 
Winnipeg.—The report of the de- 
artment of agriculture and immigra- 
ion for the year 1909 was laid on the 
table of the Manitoba legislature by 
Hon. Robert Rogers, acting minister 
of the department. : 
The report after referring to the 
abundant harvest of last year and to 
the high prices of produce of all kinds 
states that there was an _ increase 
in the acreage under oats and peas 
while wheat, barley, flax, cultivate 
decrease on the whole of 818,611 acres 
grasses, potatoes and roots showed a 
compared with the previous year, The 
decrease in the area under crop is at- 
tributed to the lateness of the spring, 
but it resulted in more summer fal- 
lowing being done and a praiseworthy 
effort to destroy noxious weeds.

electoral reform recently. Scores were 
injured at Neumunster, where troops 
charged the rioters. Two score towns

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RECORD INCREASE OF TRADE 


For January Total Was $51,600,102, 
An Increase of $12,322,627 ' 
Over January, 1909. 


Ottawa.—Canada’s trade for January 
totalled $51,500,102, an increase of 
$12,322,627 or winds f 30 per cent. 
over the corresponaing month of last 
year, and constituting a record for the 
month, d 

For the first ten months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year the total trade has 
been $563,986,780, an increase of $55,- 
610,931 or about 20 per cent. . 

The imports last month totalled 
$30,253,852 an increase of $7,150,225 
over January, 1909. The exports of 
domestic products totalled $20,258,- 
406, an increase of $4,471,045. 
the ten months imports have totalled 
$302,050,207 an increase of $60,978,445. 

The exports of domestic products 

for ten months totalled $241,375,219, 
an increase of $31,404,708. Of this 
increase about $16,000.000 was in the 
exports of agricultural products and 
$7,500,000 in exports of the forest. The 
exports of manufactures show an 
increase of nearly $2,000,000. 
The customs revenue for the month 
was $4,606,402, an increase of $944,- 
037. For the ten months the customs 
revenue has been $48,692,459, an in- 
crease of $10,361,341, or a little over 
a nillion a month. 


Comment on the German Convention 
London..e—Joseph Martin, former 
premier of British Columbia, and now 
a member of the British House of 
Commons, interviewed in regard to 
the removal of the German surtax by 
Canada, said that whether “This is 
the right spirit to adopt towards the 
Mother Country did not enter the 
uestion. In business you cannot be 
riends. If it is to be in Canada’s 
interest to take the surtax off, then 
no one can blamé her. From my own 
standpoint, it is in the interest of 
Canada to remote the surtax, but then. 
I favor*all reduction of all these tar- 
iffs. Canada regards all countries 
commercially alike, and where her 
own interests are concerned she would 
treat them just as she would treat 
Great Britain. Canadians can be ever 
so loyal, but that will not affect the'r 
commercial treaties. You are never 
going to get the people of Canada to 
work for Great Britain, when it comes 
down to money matters; it’s each for 
himself." Canada always rejoices to 
see Great Britain prosperous, but she 
would not if it should be at her ex- 
pense. Commercially Canada is trav- 
elling in the right direction.” 

The evening Globe says that the 
Canadian-German agreement is a 
triumphant victory for the Dominion. 
The Pall Mall Gazette says that 
Canada has proved quite equal to the 
task of protecting its interests against 
retaliatory measures imposed by 
other nations. 


Hon. W. H. Cushing’s Resignation 
Edmonton.—In the Legislature Pre- 
mier Rutherford announced to the 
House" the resignation of Hon. Mr. 
Cushing as minister of public works. 
e made no statement, but read the 
correspondence which hed passed be- 
tween himself and the ex-minister of 
public works. 

The letter of resignation stated that 
Mr. Cushing could not agree with the 
manner in which the Premier 
handled the railroad policy of the 
Governme:t. Particular _ objection 
was taken on the contract with the 
\lberta and Great Waterways Rail- 
way, which he stated was made 
without his knowledge. Under the 
circumstances he felt that his posi- 
tion as a minister of the Government 
was no longer tenable. 

In the Premier’s reply, as read by 
himself to the House, he expressed 
surprise that the administration did 
not get Mr. Cushing’s approval. It 
was with the deepest regret the resig- 
nation was accepted and placed in the 
hands of the lieutenant-governor, 


New Element Found 

Berlin.—Mme. Curie, who, with her 
husband, the late Prof. Curie, discov- 
ered radium, has been success.ul in re- 
search work in connection with polon- 
ium, an element which is described as 
5,000 time rarer than radium. She 
states that it possesses a radio-activity 
superior to radium. As against this, 
however, radium conserves its energy 
for an indefinite period, whereas 
polonium disappears rapidly. 


Kitchener’s Defence Plan 
Sydney, N.8.W.—Premier Deakin, in 
a recent speech stated that the mili- 
tary scheme which had been received 
from Kitchener would make the de- 
fence act more effective. The scheme 
would begin to come into operation 
immediately, and preliminary arrange- 
ments and appointments have already 
n made, The scheme was devised 
to prevent bloodshed and invasion, 
and enable Australia to stand for her- 
self in the empire and to assist the 
empire to stand against the world, 


King Purchases Italian Villa.

Com- 
panies are maturing plans for a regu- 
lar line of fast steamships to carry 
emigrants and goods to Canada and 
thus break the monopoly now held by 
Britain.

Relations Sometimes Strained 

New York.—‘‘Our relations although 
uniformly friendly, have been becom- 
ing more and more complicated within 
the past few years,” said Baron 
Yasuya Uchida, Japanese Ambassador 
to this country, speaking last night at 
a dinner given in his honor by the 
Japanese society of New York.

im Tariff Will Be Applied 
Inside of Six Weeks—Should Act 
Soon if it Wishes Favors 


, Washington, D.C.—No_ steps have 
yet been taken by the British or Ca- 
nadian governments looking to the de- 
termination of the question of whether 
Canada, in view ef her tariff treaties 
with other countries, is entitled to the 
minimum tariff rates of the United 
States under the Payne-Aldrich Act. 
In view of the fact, that the maxi- 
mum rates under this act will auto- 
matically be applied to Canada on 
March 3st, only six weeks hence, un-| 
tees it is shown in the meantime that 
Cuaada is entitled to the lowest rates, 
the state department has sent a com- 
inunication to Ambassador Bryce, stat- 
ing insurance that this government, 
entertaining only feelings of the very 
warmest for the people of Canada, re- 
grets that no steps have been taken, | 
either, by Canada or Great Britain, to | 
place-the United States in possession 
of facts which might: prove that the 
Dominion is entitled to most favorable 
rights. The British government should 
say which course it would, like to pur- 
sue, The state department is willing 
to adopt any feasible suggestion as to 
procedure that might be made, but 
owing to the short time, yet remaining 
it is thought that negotiations should 
be opened as promptly as possible. 


Roosevelt Doesn’t Want to be Lionized 
Paris.—Vice-Rector Liard of the Uni- 
versity of Paris was officially advised 
that Theodore Roosevelt will reach 
Paris about April 14, but that his stay | 
will probably not exceed three of four 
avs.

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ASQUITH REMAINS FIRM 


PREMIER WILL WAIT TILL HE 
GETS MAJORITY 


The Demands of the Laborites and Na- 
tionalists are not Considered Very 
Seriously—The Question of the Veto 
of the House of Lords is to be Held 
in Abeyance Until the Financial 
Situation is Cleared Up. 


London.—The tension of the politi- 
cal situation has been somewhat 
slackened as after a careful weighing 
of the pros and cons the politicians 
are now less inclined to take the Labor 
and Nationalist menuce at its face 
value than they have previously been. 
The demand for ‘guarantees’ which 
the Laborites and Nationalists must 
know Premier Asquith cannot seek 
from the King until the prime minis- 
ter is enabled to demonstrate by the 
actual voting in the house of com- 
mons, that he has a solid majority of 
the house at his back, is described 
us being in the nature of a_ bluff. 
Premier Asquith appears to have met 
this bluff with a reiteration.of his de- 
termination to clear up the financial 
situation before launching a campaign 
against the veto of tne house of lords 
and freely predicted that the extrem- 
ists will decide at party meetings 
.that they have more to gain by keep- 
ing the government in office than pre- 
Cipitating another general  eleciion. 

The Journa! says it has fallen t» the 
lot of the Irish party to vindicate 
the liberties and rights of the British 
people. If there must be a second 
election let it come at once and with- 
out delay. In the meantime the peo- 
ple’s representatives do not pert with 
control of the people’s money and 
grievances before they supply another 
appeal, if there must be ofte, but let 
there be no surrender. 

The Irish Times says: “We may be 
confident that if Mr. Redmond has 
really thrown down the gauntlet to the 
eabinet he has done so with reluct- 
ance, Redmond’s choice, if indeed, it 
has been finally made, has been decid- 
ed by three factors in the situdtion: 


in which capacity he accented the in- 
vitation to lecture at the Sorbone, ex- 
tended to him through Ambassador 
Jusserand, while he still occupied the 
White House. 

Mr. Rosevelt’s visit to Paris will 
therefore be devoid of the spectacular 
features which characterized ex-

Cost of Living on the Increase 


Ottawa.—The Lebor Gazette for 
January contains the first results of 
the special inquiry which is being 
carried on by the department in refer- 
ence to the cost of living. A state- 
ment is given of the eet AE prices 
of animals and meats from 1890 to 
1900, wholesale prices were approxi- 
mately 48 per cent. higher than dur- 
ing the ten years’ period from 1890 to 
1900, and that compared with 1906 
they were fully 77 per cent. higher. 

The total number of homestead en- 
tries in the Canadian west during the 
calendar yerr 1909, was 37,061 a de- 
crease of 1,498 as compared with 1908. 

Of 271 industrial accidents which 
occurred in Canada, during Janucry, 
87 were fatal, and 184 resulted in seri- 
ous injury. 


Lethbridge Will Have Morning Paper 

Lethbridge. — Arrangements were 
completed for the immediate establish- 
ment of a daily morning oper in the 
city. J. H. Woods, of &s gary, has 
bought the Lethbridge News, and will 
issue it in daily form as soon as the 
necessary plant can be installed. The 
policy of the paper will be independ- 
ent Conservative. 

The News has for 25 years been one 
of the best known newspapers of west- 
ern Canada and the announcement 
that it is to have a daily edition is re- 
ceived with pleasure by all Lethbridge 
people. 


Grand Trunk Makes Move West 


Regina.—The Grand Trunk survey 
party has left Regina to lay out the 
route for a new line between this city 
and Moose Jaw. They start work from | 
Grand Coulee, at which point camps 
are being made. The intention of the 
company is to construct a line from Re- 
gina to Moose Jaw, and thence north- 
westerly to the Elbow of South Saskat- 
chewan. The intention is to ultimate- 
ly continue the line to Calgary, The 
Moose Jaw-Regina section of the line 
will be built this year. 


President is Now Sup-..... Censor 

Edmonton, Alta, — Th: yniversity 
senate met recently and approved of 
the plans for the new arts building, 
Methodist college and Dr. Tory’s fesi- 
dence which are to be.erected on the 
grounds. Plans were placed in the 
hands of the building and grounds 
committees. They also went over the! 
university bill and will suggest a few | 
minor amendments to the legislature. 
Dr. Tory was appoint- 
ed sole member with authority to 
make any news public. 


Joe. Chamberlain Attends Parliament 
London.—For the first time since he 
was stricken with paralysis years ago, 
Joseph Chamberlain put in an appear-; 
ance in the house of: commons last 
week and took the oath as a member 
of the new parliament. Mr. Chamber- 
lain walked with marked difficulty, be- 
ing assisted by his son, Joseph Austin, 
and Lord Morpet. When the member- 
ship roll was placed before him for 
his signature he required the aid of 
Austin, who signed the name of his 
father, the latter appen’ing his mark.

Magtath Asks to Amend Land Act 

Ottawa.—Mr. C. A. Magrath intro- 
duced a bill to amend the Dominion 
lands act, which was given its first. 

He explained that its object 
was to surround the water powers of 
the western provinces with greater 
safeguards than exist at present. The 
bill proposes to fix .a period of 25 
years for licenses, in the onganized 
western provinces, and in the unorgan- 
ized districts licenses shall not be is- 
sued for a period exceeding ten years. 
The bill further provides that licenses 
shall not issued without the ap- 
proval of the Lieut. Governor in coun- 
cil of the province in which the water 
powers are situated. 

Before the bill was given the first 
reading, Mr. Monk remarked that it 
was a step in the right direction. The 
waterways and water powers section 
of the conservation commission was 
now preparing a bill very much about 
the same lines as that of Mr. Magrath. 
So as soon es the~ bill was adopted 
by the commission it was intended to 
lay it before the. house. 


Britain’s Newest Airship a Success 
London.—The British army appears 
at least to have secured a working air- 
ship, after many false starts, under 
Com. Col. Apper and assistants; the 
huge fish-shaned craft was‘ launched 
from the military balloon fac‘ory at 
Farnborough recently. An hour was 
occupied in a flight over Laffan’s 
Plain to Aldershot camp and back to 
its shed. The new machine is many 
times greater in size than its prede- 
cessors, being 170 feet in length with 
pointed ends and having fin-like pro- 
jections on either side. The frame 
work extends below the body for about 
three-fourths of its length. The pro- 
pellors are attached to its sides. 


Charter Mongering Discussed 

Ottawa.—That western railways were 
securing charters with no immediate 
prospect of construction was charged 
in the senate by Senators Davis and 
Talbot. Extens ons of charters were 
finally granted to Calgary, Edmonton, 
Esouimalt and Nanaimo; Manitoba 
and Northwestern, Vancouver & Koot-. 
enay and Northern Empire rai ways. 
In the house railway committee. there 
was a Agnt over extending the charter 
of the Vancouver, right to bridge the 
second narrows at Vancouver, which 
another company also seeks. The 
meeting broke up without doing any- 
thing. ’ 


Plans Wireless Station for Winnipeg 

Sydney, N.S.—Signor Marconi is 
now at the Marconi station as Morien, 
C.B. Mr. Marconi stated that he ex- 
pected to have his Glace Bay station 
open for commercial business for 
transmission across the continent 
shortly. For wireless messages to in- 
land poimts it has been decided to 
erect a. station at Winnipeg. Com- 
mercial business will soon be estah- 
lished with the new station in South 
Africa, of which R. N. Vyvvan, form- 
erly of the Glace Bay station, is the 
resident manager,
